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E thar reads the Ancieat and Modern Hiſtories of 
that Kingdom, will there find the irreconcileable 
Hatred the Hzſþ have, and ever had, to the Brit- 
tiſp, and will alſo find that as oft as they have had 
Power, they have excerted that Power, as much as in them 
lay, to the deſtruction of the Bris:/þ Perſons and Plantations. 
2. That when the Religion of the Crown and People of 
land was the fame with that of the Native IW:ſb, yet 
their Hatred was the ſame then as now, as appears by G. Cam- 
brenſis, by Spencer, by Paccata Hibernia, and in divers Acts 
of Parliaments before the Reign of K. Henry the 8th. 3. More 
Severe Laws were made 18 Iriſh in thoſe times than 
fince the Reformation, as may be ſeen in the ſaid Statutes. 
4. Both before the Reformation of Religion, and fince, it 
appears, that whatever was the perſwaſion of the Crown of 
England in matters of Religion, they ſtill found it thier In- 
tereft to leſſen and diſcourage the Iriſh Intereſt, and to en- 
large and encourage the Britiſh Intereſt in that Kingdom. 
5. K. H. the 8th. his Son K. Ed. the Gehb. his 2 Daughters, 
Q. Mary and en, though of different Intereſts in 
matters of Church and State, ſtill purſued that end, as by the 
who was 
a profett Papiit, and perſecuted Proteſtants in England, 
purſued the ſame end, and e 1 Proteſtants in that 
Kingdom,as by the Statutes then made may appear. 7. Thoſe 
Governours who have moſt effeCtually purſued thoſe 
ends, have been ever Celebrated as the beſt Governours of 
that Kingdom, and the beſt Servants to the Crown of England. 
8. The Crown of England, and the reſpective Governours 
of thar Kingdom, knowing it natural for a Conquered People 
to ha Conquerors, and as well knowing that the num - 
bers the Ir:;ſþ were made Superior to the Britiſh.

8. Since the Reformation of Religion, the Remiſh Clergy 
have improved that innate Hatred.of the Iriſp to the Britsſh 
to « higher Elevation than before, as was too evident in their 
laſt Rebellion in 1641, of which the Acts of Settlement and 
Acts of Attainder in the Reigns of Charles the 1/t. and Cha. 
the 2d. are Records to future Ages. The ſaid Clergy having 
aſſumed to themſelves an abſolute Sovereignty over the 
Conſciences, Lives, and Eftates, of the Natives of their Com- 


munion, have molt Zealoufly Impoſed and Infuſed ſuch 


Principles, as are moſt ſuitable and conducing to their own 
ends, aud to the Ignorance and Barbarity of the deluded Na- 
tives. 

As, 1. That Ignorance is the Mother of Devotion. 2. That 
there is but one Church, aud that is the Roman Catholich 


Church, 3. That the ſaid Church, like Noah's Ark, thoſe 
only are ſaved that are in it, and all loſt that are without it. 
4. That they muſt believe as the Church believes.ſ5. That the 
Prieſts are this Church. 6. That the Prieſts have the Keys 
of Heaven, Hell, and Purgatory, and they ſhut and open 
them as they pleaſe. 7. That the Prieſts Abſolution is Gods 
Abſolution. 8: That Obedience to the Church, vg. the 
Prieſts, is better than Sacrifice to God. 9. That Diſobedi- 
ence is worſe than the Sin of Witchcraft. 10. That the 
Proteſtants are all Excommunicated Hereticks. 11. That 
they are all Secluded Heaven, 12. That Dominion 
and Propriety are founded in Grace, and that Proteſtants 
having not Grace, have no right to either. 13. That Pro- 
teſtants are all workers of Iniquity, and ought to be deſtroy d, 
and that it is no more Sin to kill a Heretick ( 0:2. a Prote- 
ſtant. ) than to kill a miſchievous Dog. 14. That an Oath 
raken on a Proteſtant Bible, is no more obliging, than if 
taken on A. Fables. 15. That Private Chriſtians are not 
to Diſpute matters of Religion, but are to receive that Know- 
ledge trom their Prieſts. 16. That the Prieſts and not the 
People are accountable to God for the Peoples mittakes in 
matters of Religion. 17. That the Prieſts Pronouncing the 
Words of Confecration, make a piece of Bread to be a God. 

And Laſtly, that Private Chriſtians ought not to have, 
read, or keep. a Bible. Theſe and many other as dangerous 
and deſtructive Principles, appears not only to be held and 
believed by thoſe Ignorent and B rbarous People, but are 
proved, and that by a Reverend and no leſs learned a Prelate 
then the preſent Biſhop of Lincolne, to be the Doctrines and 
Practices of the Papiſts, and Canons of their Church, and 
are very ſuitable to Urbanus Oct avus his Bull, for Conſecra- 
ting the Horrid and Bloody Rebellion in 1641. A Learned 
Subtle, and United Clergy, impofing and improving theſe 
and the like Principles into an illiterate, immoral, looſe, and 
barbnrous People, by aſſed with Prejudice and Malice againſt 
the Perſons, Proteſſions and Laws, of the Crown of England, 
as they muſt needs advance the Iriſh Papiſts, as aforeſaid, to 
the kigheſt elevation of Biggotry, ſo it muſt needs render 
them unable and uncapable to receive any Places of Truſt 
and Power from a Proteſtant Prince, or to Exerciſe it over 
a Proteitant People : From whence it naturally follows, 

1. That all places of Truſt and Power in the Kingdom of 
Ireland muſt be put into the hands of Proteſtanrs, and 2. That 
the Numbers of theſe Biggotted Iriſh Papiſts being ſo diſpro- 
portionable, and their Hatred againſt the Brieiſh Proteſtants 
ſo irreconcileable, it further appears, as aforeſaid, that the 
Britiſh cannot be ſafe in Ireland without a good itanding 
Prote tant Army for their conſtant Security. 2. That this 
Army put into the Hands of Sober, Virtuous, Diſcreet and 
experienced Officers, will not only be a Security to the Pro- 
reſtants there, but a Seminary to the Crown of 
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; whence, as occaſion offers, may he drawn good Officers and 
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Souldiers. 4. That in the Kingdom ef Jreland are many 
fixed and ettabliſhed Garriſons, which the Government 
uſually granted for Life, with confiderable Revenues, Fees, 
and Perquiſits, over and above the Eftablithment of their 
pay. 5. That the Officers of the Army have uſnally had the 
Addition of Civil Imploys, which arc many times more Be- 
neficial than Miktary Offices, and given them to make the: 
perſons and employs the more ConllerVic in their reſpect- 
ive Stations, which ſaid employs upon enquiry! be found 
to be many in number, as well as. confidierable in point of 
prof, and may be reduceable to thete following Reads. 

1. The Officers and Dependants on the Chiet Governour 
and State in Ireland, they are in a great meaſute the fame 
with thoſe of the King aud State in England, and at a mode- 
rate Calculation cannot be leſs than two hundered. 2. The 
Officers and Dependants on the Courts of Judicature , are 
alſo much the tame with thoſe of England , and are more 
than four hundred. 3. The Officers and Dependants on the 
{i anding Army, Gacriſons train ot Artillery. and Stores, are not 
leis than five hundred. 4 The Officers, and Dependants on the 
Kings certain aud caſual Revenue, including the Perrogative, 
Admiralty . and Poſt-Office, are beſt computed from the 
Annual Charge of the Crown , which is to them more than 
torty thouſand pounds per Anmmm, and are not leſs in num- 
ber than 400 Employs. 
ants on the Church, it is well known what tbe whole King» 
dom is divided into 22 Diocetles , each Dioceſs hath his Bi- 
ſhoprick ; the 4 Province have each of them an Arch-Biſhop 
with about 2508 Pariſhes, with their reſpctive Dignitaries, 
which though infe: iour in number to thole in England, yer 
what they have is near equal in value, and (ettied by Law 
as in England, and cannot have leſs than Employs for 3000 
Perſons, who muſt be all Proteſtants. 6: The number of 
the reſpective Counties, Cities, Towns Corporate, and 
Burroughs, Employs, are-beit known by the Survey of the 
whole Kingdom , which is near equal to Eydgi@:d , (Wales 
excepted ) and confifts of 32 Counties, beſide the Coun- 
ties of the reſpective Cities, each County having ſeveral 
Towns Corporate, and all Judicial and Miniſterial Em- 
ploy ments with ſeveral diſtinct Revenues of Hoſes , Lands, 
Fees, and other Perquiſites to ſupport the Dignities of their 
reſpective Communities and their Officers, which being the 


- bigheſt and only places of Truſt and Power in the ſaid re- 


ſpeRive Counties „ Cities, Towns Corporate and Burroughs, 
of the Kingdom, mutt be preſumed to have a ſuitable Sup- 
port, and cannot be in Number leſs then Eight Hundered. 

So that the whole Number of the ſaid Emp'oys in Church 
and State appears ro be more then 5300 Places of Reputat- 
ion, Truſt , Power, and plentiful Support, viz. to the 
Church 3000, and to the State 2300, which mult be all put 
into the hands of Proteſtants, though the Iriſh Papiſts ſhould

The ſaid Lands with the Improvement can 

riot hi of leſs Vallew then eight Millions of Pounds. 5. The 
Forces agreed on by the Houſe of Commons the 19th of 


" March, 1688. to be torthwith Raiſed, being put into Sober 
and Experienced Officers Hands, and that Army well Paid, 


and Governed , may with God's Bleſſing, in all probability 


in Twelve Months time Reduce and Recover that Kingdom. 
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5. As to the Officers and Pepend- 
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6. The whole Charge of that Army in Twelve Months cans 
not amount unto half a Million cf Pounds, which is not a 
16th of what will be got by the ſaid Conqueſt , whichis leſs 
then the Proteſtants have already loſt, and the IrijÞ Fapiſts 
got, by plundering Houſes and Stock off of Lands, beſides the 
tall of the Rents and Devaſtation of Plantations. . 7. The 
Kings Majeſty 3 whoſe Word is as Sacred as his Office, hath 
by the Declaration aforementioned, aflured to all fuch Officers 
and Sonldiers as ſhall be Aiding and Afiiting in the Redue- 
ing rhe (aid Kingdom, that all Lands and Eftates that by Law 
{hall by that Rebellion be fortcited to Him, ſhall be diftri- 
buted and diipoſed unto the ſaid Army. So that the. Soul-

I: is too ſadly known that the Brittith received all waginable 
Diſcouragement, and the Iriſh all Imanigable Favonr, ſiuce the 
Tear 1660, the reſpective Chief Governours 2 — 
being to javour the Engl: ih, but their private and more effeFr- 
al Iuſtructions was ſti'l to favour the Iriſh ; yer norwithſtands 
thoſe varieties of Diſcouragements it is well known, that kc 
hath been the Subriety and Induſtry even of many of the private 
Soldiers both o Horſe * Foot 3 the late Generffl Crumwell's 
Army,” ue they were before the preſent Popiſh Government 

under Lynne! poſſeſſed of Contiderable 7 Real and 
Perſonal , and alſo in Conſiderable publick, Empleys in lthas 
Kung dome; and that which 15 het more remarkable, and as - 
gua iy True, is, That when ſome of the late Governours in Com- 
flyance with their private Inſtruttions put ſeveral Engliſh out 
and Iriſh into Places of Truſt and Power, they found the ſaid 
Iriſh /o unable and uncapable to manage them, that they were 
forced againſt their Wills, as well as their private Inſtrutions, 
to return them into the Brittiſh or Engliſh bands, ſrom whence 
they took, them. Snob of the Iriſh as were Sober, Induftrions, 
and Men of Eſtates, were much better ſatisfied that 
thoſe Imploys were return d into Engliſh bands, then to have 
had them continued in the iriſh. And that which is moſt re- 
markable, is, That our preſent Gracious Soveraign King Wil- 
liam, Aﬀing his own Principles, by making a Law for Eaſe of 
Tender Conſciences, and an AR of Regiftry to ſecure Property, 
and frequently inſpecting the Execution of the Judicial and M. 
niſterial Officers, Examining the Records of the ReſpeAtive Of- 
ficers, Moderating and A erting their Reſpecti ve Fees, and 
placing all, as ought by Lam, in Brittiſh Proteſtant hands, re- 
cerving and reinforcing the Laws made againſt Vagabonds and 
Idle Perſons, and requiring Juſtices of the Peace, perſuant to 
Law, to put forth to Trades ſuch of the Natives 2 as Are 
unable . them forth themſelves, and thereby Encouragin 
Trade and Manufattory in the reſpeclive Counties, Cities,
